The world's
sugar supply is derived from two
sources, cane nndi sugar beets, licet
sugar Is available in the fall while
cane sugar is available In the winter.

the two crop seasons for the needs
of the national fafnily, during sea

How to Meet Sugar
"The canning season, which is Just

beginning, ends before the beet sugar
on the market. The demands were

made extraordinarily heavy last year
by the laudable desire of the house-
wives to can fruit. It is hoped and
expected that the same condition will
prevail this year, anil that thousands
of cellars will be filled with canned
fruit, which in normal seasons re-

COMMITTEE MAKES

EXPLANATION OF

PATRIOTS' WAR FUNDI

An explanation of tbe Patriots' War
Fund, has been issued by the execu-
tive committee in charge of the fund,
in order that the general public may
be thoroughly, familiar with tho use
to which "he money is put. This ex-

planation is expected to avoid mis-

conception of the purposes for tho
fund and to clear away doubt that
may rest In any citizen's mind as to
where the money is going.

The statement of tho committee fol-

lows: '

"1. The patriots' war fund was or-

tional diemands for funds by organi-
zations having tho sanction of he
national government.

"2. Such organizations at that time
were as follows: The Red Cross, tho
War Work Council of Y." M. O. A.,
the Knights of Columbus, tho Y, M.
C. A. anil the Y. W. C. A.

"It is not the intention of the execu
tive committee of the patriots' war
fund that such fund should he ap-

plied to local organizations. It was
felt that Albuquerque would amply
take care of local demands of ho
Red Cross and other demands, but
should the funi'- be sufficient to meet
the demands of all nationally sanc-
tioned organizations and should any
surplus remain in tho pariots' war
fund, then such surplus would be ap-

plied to local demands, of tho Re3
Cross. This aetion was taken yes-

terday by the executive committee.
It was found by the treasurer's re-

port that we coulA meet out of tho
patriots' war fund the demarid of the
national Red' Cross on. May 20 for
$16,000 and ill have a balance of
some $1,500;

"The president of the Red Cross
then made a report showing a de-

ficit of approximately $1,500. Imme-

diately a motion was made and tar-
ried unanimously that the deficit of
$1,500 should be met out of the sur-

plus of the patriots' war fundi A
voucher was drawn for same.

"The pa; riots' war fund will en-

deavor to take care of. all nationally
sanctioned demands, thus preventing
'drives' and any surplus will always
be applied to deficits or demands of
the local organizations that are allied
with" the nationally Sanctioned
organizations but it musl be under-
stood that tho patriots' war fund was
not originally intended to meet lo-

cal demands, though It will do so as
far as It possibly can. t ;

"There will be a c6nstanf and ever
growing demand on all the. people of
Bernalillo coun'y for funds; .to sup:
port the local orgarilaations' that are
doing such splendid and extensive war
Vork.
